The  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
at  its  last  meeting  took  definite  steps  to  inaugurate  a  Summer  School  at 
Augustana  College  for  the  training  of  teachers  in  our  public  schools.  This, 
we  believe,  is  an  announcement  that  will  interest  a  great  many  young 
men  and  young  women  in  this  community  who  are  preparing  themselves 
to  teach  and  are  aspirants  to  state  certificates.  It  is  especially  for  these 
that  this  school  is  being  organized.  The  requirements  of  the  Illinois 
teachers'  Certificating  law  for  first  grade  certificates  are  becoming  more 
and  more  rigid  to  meet  changing  conditions  in  our  country.  The  public 
school  system  is  the  pride  of  our  Commonwealth.  Our  people  keenly  real- 
ize the  importance  of  a  thorough  practical  education  for  the  ends  of  in- 
dustrial and  vocational  efficiency,  of  personal  character,  and  of  patriotic 
citizenship  in  our  great  republic.  They  are  willing  to  spend  unlimited 
sums  of  money  in  order  that  the  children  of  all  classes,  high  and  low, 
rich  and  poor,  the  leisure  classes  and  the  laboring  man,  may  enjoy  the 
best  possible  educational  advantages  to  fit  them  for  the  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities of  industrial,  civic,  social,  moral  and  religious  life.  They  believe 
that  a  right  education  is  the  bulwark  of  our  nation,  the  best  defense  oi  any 
people,  both  in  times  of  peace  and  in  times  of  war.  With  such  conviffibns, 
the  American  people  cherish  a  high  ideal  of  what  our  schools  oughtg  be. 

The  authorities  to  whom  has  been  entrusted  the  management  of  Suca- 
tional  affairs,  realizing  the  needs  of  the  situation  and  appreciatifiS  the 
ideals  of  our  people,  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  attain  the  maaBiium 
efficiency  of  our  public  schools.  They  are  trying  to  perfect  our  gjstem 
of  public  instruction  and  to  raise  the  grade  of  work  done  in  our  ^jjiools.  ; 
This  is  all  well  and  good  as  far  as  it  goes.  But  in  the  last  resort  iWs  the 
personal  character,  ability  and  efficiency  of  the  teachers  uponjlfrhich^ 
success  depends.  The  schools  will  be  no  better  than  the  teachefg;  tire-* 
schools  will  be  what  the  teachers  make  them.  The  stream  rises  noWigher 
than  the  fountain  head.  The  true  educational  policy,  therefore,  igBst  be 
to  raise  the  potentiality  of  the  teacher  to  the  highest  possible  I?vel,  to 
strengthen  the  physical,  moral,  and  professional  character  of  the  teacher. 
Circumstances  are  not  now  as  they  used  to  be  in  the  good  old  days  when 
a  strong  muscle  and  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  "three  R's"  constituted  the 
qualification  to  teach.  To-day  the  brightest  minds,  the  most  powerful 
personalities  and  the  best  equipped  young  men  and  women  are  sought  to 
fill  the  office  of  teachers.  Also  the  practice  of  engaging  in  teaching  as  a 
stepping  stone  for  something  better  or  more  remunerating  is  going  out  of 
vouge,  and  teaching  is  rising  into  the  rank  and  dignity  of  a  distinct  pro- 


fession.  And  those  who  aspire  to  this  lofty  calling  are  made  to  realize 
the  necessity  of  the  best  general  and  technical  training,  not  only  as  a  con- 
dition for  the  highest  salaries,  but  also  as  a  means  of  doing  better  work 
and  enjoying  the  higher  pleasures  and  satisfaction  of  the  educational 
profession. 

With  the  end  in  view  to  assist  those  young  people  who  are  ambitious  to 
thoroughly  and  adequately  equip  themselves  for  this  work  there  have 
been  established  numerous  normal  schools  in  different  parts  of  our  state 
with  strong  faculties  and  up-to-date  courses  of  study.  In  addition  to  this 
nearly  all  of  our  Colleges  offer  special  courses  in  normal  or  educational 
subjects  for  teachers.  Augustana  College  has  long  felt  the  need  of 
strengthening  this  part  of  its  work,  and  doing  its  share  in  preparing  young 
men  and  women  for  the  work  of  teaching.  It  is  with  pleasure,  therefore, 
that  we  announce  the  recent  action  of  our  Board  in  establishing  a  Sum- 
mer School  to  begin  on  Monday,  July  10th,  and  continue  for  a  term  of  six 
weeks,  ending  on  August  18th.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  authorities  to 
make  this  a  permanent  feature  of  our  College.  This  new  departure  is  a 
response  to  numerous  inquiries  for  work  of  this  kind,  denoting  that  there 
is  need  of  such  a  school  in  our  three  cities  and  the  country  round  about. 
The  work  for  the  present  term  is  planned  on  a  modest  scale,  but  the  ex- 
pectation is  to  enlarge  its  scope  as  it  develops.  There  are  offered  three 
courses,  namely,  English  literature,  educational  psychology,  and  peda- 
gogy, the  first  two  being  in  charge  of  Dr.  Bartholomew  and  the  last  named 
in  charge  of  Prof.  Wallin,  both  members  of  our  regular  College  faculty. 
The  work  will  be  of  College  grade,  and  will  be  recognized  by  the  State 
Examining  Board  and  by  our  local  City  and  County  Authorities,  so  that 
teachers  taking  these  courses  and  receiving  credits  for  the  same  will  not 
be  required  to  pass  further  examinations  in  those  subjects  for  State  Cer- 
tificates. By  arranging  the  work  in  double  forty-five  minute  periods, 
those  enrolling  for  these  courses  will  be  able  to  earn  three  semester  hours, 
or  three  full  credits,  in  any  two  of  the  subjects  above  named,  or  six  semes- 
ter hours  for  the  term.  This  work  has  the  endorsement  of  our  local  City 
superintendents  and  of  the  County  superintendent  of  schools.  It  is  also 
approved  by  the  State  superintendent,  thus  guaranteeing  recognition  on 
the  part  of  all  the  higher  public  school  authorities.  A  fee  of  ten  dollars 
will  be  charged  for  the  term  of  six  weeks,  payable  at  the  time  of  registra- 
tion, and  apart  from  this  there  will  be  no  other  fees  for  examination. 
Those  intending  to  enroll  should  do  so  promptly  on  the  day  of  opening, 
July  10th,  at  the  office  in  the  Denkmann  Memorial  Library  building. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  work  contemplated  is  of  College 
grade,  and  is  intended  only  for  high  school  graduates  or  those  who  have 
had  an  equivalent  of  such  high  school  work.  The  recitations  will  be  held 
in  the  main  building  of  Augustana  College,  beginning  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  continuing  till  twelve-thirty,  five  days  in  the  week,  thus 
bringing  all  the  periods  into  the  forenoon.  Prospective  teachers  will  find 
it  to  their  advantage  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  brush  up 
and  to  fill  up  their  magazine  of  power.  Come  and  spend  these  six  weeks 
with  us  and  you  will  be  well  repaid.  Tell  your  friends  about  it  and  bring 
them  with  you.

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Teachers'  Course. 


Augustana  College  is  now  in  position  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Illinois  Teachers'  Certificating  law,  lately  passed  by  the  legislature  of  our 
state.  Various  other  states  are  ready  to  grant  our  graduates  State  Cer- 
tificates either  on  direct  application  or  on  the  strength  of  the  one  issued 
in  Illinois. 

A  second  grade  certificate  may  be  granted  without  examination  to  those 
who  have  completed  a  one-year  course  in  College  including  the  subjects 
outlined  in  table  I  page  49  of  our  1915 — 1916  catalog.  A  first  grade  certi- 
ficate may  be  granted  without  examinatoion  to  those  who  have  completed 
a  two-year  course  including  the  subjects  outlined  in  table  II  on  the  same 
page.    • 

A  High  School  Teachers'  Certificate  may  be  granted  without  examina- 
tion to  graduates  of  Augustana  College  who  have  credit  for  at  least  three 
semester  hours  in  Educational  Psychology,  three  in  Pedagogy,  and  six  in 
Practice  Teaching. 

A  special  certificate  authorizing  the  holder  to  teach  in  high  school  may 
be  granted  without  examination  to  students  who  have  completed  two 
years  of  college  work  and  who  have  concentrated  upon  the  subject  or 
subjects  named  in  the  application. 

During   the   school-year   1915 — 1916   a   number   of   our   students   earned 
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Practice  Teaching  credits  in  the  public  schools  of  Rock  Island.  This 
arrangement  was  made  possible  through  the  splendid  co-operation  of 
Superintendent  E.  C.  Fisher  of  the  Rock  Island  schools,  the  city  Board 
of  Education,  and  Principal  A.  J.  Burton  of  Rock  Island  High  School. 
That  this  course  was  successful  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Fisher 
was  exceedingly  well  satisfied  with  the  work  and  wants  the  arrangement 
continued. 


Gymnasium. 


The  work  on  the  gymnasium  building  is  progressing  rapidly.  The 
brick  walls  are  now  being  laid,  and  with  favorable  weather  conditions 
Augustana  will  see  its  new  gymnasium  finished  in  the  fall  term.  The 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  annual  meeting  decided  to  fully  equip  the  base- 
ment and  auditorium  in  the  building  at  an  additional  cost  of  about  $16,000. 
The  swimming  pool  will  at  once  be  built,  new  shower  baths  put  in  order, 
and  there  will  be  a  splendid  running  track  440  feet  long. 

Augustana  College  will  then  have  a  large  and  well  equipped  gymnasium, 
one  that  will  fill  a  long  felt  want.  The  main  room  will  be  as  large  as  that 
of  the  gymnasium  of  the  Chicago  University.  The  main  floor  will  also 
be  used  as  an  auditorium  and  will  offer  a  seating  capacity  for  2,300  people. 


Bergendoff  ('15)  Called.

Mr.  Ber- 
gendoff is  a  graduate  of  Augustana  College  and  has  been  pursuing  studies 
at  Pennsylvania  University  the  past  year  where  he  in  June  received  his 
M.  A.  degree.
